Suppression of Vice Society 
Secretary Carries Away 
Catalogues of Stu- 
dents’ League. 


CAPTURES WOMAN CLERK. 


Wagon Load of Magazines Seized 
Are Declared to Be Im- 
moral and Unfit for 
Publication. 


New York, Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Anthony 
Comstock got a patrol wagon today and 
raided the rooms of the Art Students’ league 
at 215 West Fifty-seventh street. When 
the wagon drove off it carried all of the copies 
of the June number of the magazine published 
by the school that the raiders could find in 
the building. The young woman bookkeeper, 
who seemed to be in charge, was’ taken off 
to the west side police station on a ‘ Jane 
Doe” warrant issued. by Magistrate Mayo. 
The warrant charged the league with cir- 
culation of obscene illustrations. 

Comstock's opinion of the school’s maga- 
zine, which also is its catalogue, is that it 
is an “obscene, lewd, indecent, filthy, and 
disgusting book.” 

The hornets were not in their nest today, 
but they are likely to be heard from later. 
A few who could be found tonight were can- 
tankerous and talked about taking steps 
to find out whether the vice suppressors had 
any right to enter the school and carry off 
ites property, and what kind of an act it was 
if he had no right. 


Prominent Artiéts Instructors. 

The academy so summarily indexed by 
Comistock is one of the best known in the 
country, having as it instructore Kenyon 
Cox, Frank Vincent Dumond, Gutzon Borg- 
lum, George B, Bridgman, Alice Beckingham, 
Edwin C. Taylor, ané Thomas Fogarty. 

It is one of the three societies which formed 
the American Fine Arts society, and is part 
owner of the big Fine Arts building in West 
Fifty-~seyenth street. Laet fall the school 
began the publication of the American Stu- 
@ent of Art, to be published monthly from 
October to July, with Andre Champollion as 
editor. 7 

The June number contains articles on 
painting, sculpture, etc., by Gutzon Borglum, 
Leon Dabo, Albert Sterner, J. L. 8. Willams, 
and others. The management of the school 
decided to combine the fall catalogue with 
the June number, in which the illustrations 
and drawings made by the pupils and in- 
structors were published. These represent 
all phases of art studies from the portrait of 
George Washington to etudies of the nude, 
the idea being to impress prospectiveart stu- 
dents with the kind of teaching done at the 
league. 

Almost Overlooks Catalogue. 

Mr. Comstock tonight said the combined 
June number and catalogue would have 
dodged him entirely if a man had not sent 
him a copy through the mail and complained 
that he had found it in the hands of his chil- 
dren. Comstock then sent one of his agents 
up to buy two copies at 15 cents apiece, and 
after deliberating over them for a week 


decided to get busy. 


When he took his case before Magistrate 
Mayo this morning and asked for a warrant 
the court wanted to know if a summons 
would not do just as well. Comstock said 
it would not and a “Jane Doe’’ warrant 
was granted. Comstock got the West Forty- 
seventh street police station to send a patrol 
wagon and took two coppers along to help 
carry the catalogues. 

At the league rooms he found Anna Robin- 
son, a bookkeeper, in charge. He asked her 
about the June “ American Student of Art ”’ 
and she showed him a copy. He put her 
under arrest as gently as possible and told 
her to hand over all the copies she had. She 
gave him sixteen and then led him to a room 
on the third floor, which was heaped up with 
catalogues, all wrapped up and ready to 
mail. .Some even were addressed to young 
women. Worse, some of the nudes had been 
drawn by young women, who had put their 
ames to the work. 


Hearing Set for Tuesday. 

A lawyer had been summoned dn court by 
the time the bookkeeper got there and he 
had the hearing set down for Tuesday after- 
noon and had the young woman paroled in 
his custody. 

‘*Great guns!’ said Gutzon Borglum, the 
sculptor, when he heard about the raid. 
‘ Here I’ve promised to be instructor at the 
school next year and have offered my whole 
salary of $500 in cash prizes for meritorious 
work, and now the place is pinched. Why 
doesn’t Comstock go and raid some book. 
store for selling ‘Gray’s Anatomy’? He 
would have just as much right to go intoa 
medical college and stop the work there as 
to go into an art school and interfere with 
the productions of the students. 

“ If these drawings were made for the pur- 
pose of amusement or for exhibition on the 
Bowery, there might be some ground for 
Comstock’s actions. The chances are that 
no one had an indecent thought about the 
drawings until they feli under his observa- 
tion, which only proves that a man’s judg- 
ment upon them. depends upon his state of 
mind. The art school is guilty of nothing, 
but New York’s great vice suppressor cer- 
tainly ie responsible for committing an ob- 
scene and indecent act. 


Stone Boy Was Object Lesson. 

“This reminds me of an incident In my 
early life that I never have forgotten. There 
was a drinking fountain in Los Angeles on 
which stood a foot high statue of alittle 
naked boy. I used to worship that little 
statue, and no one in Los Angeles ever wor- 
ried about the immoral side of it. Finally 
an eastern clergyman came to town and saw 
the fountain. He preached a sermon about 
it on the following Sunday and all of the 
newspapers took it up. One morning the 
boy was found wearing a little pair of trou- 
sers. A few days later he was found mis¢ing 
from the fountain, and Los Angeles is still 
talking about the little fellow’s immorality 
which the eastern crusader had so admirably 


pointed out to them.” 


FASTS FORTY-NINE DAYS; DEAD, 


Member of Detroit Physical Culture 
Club Tries to Improve Health, 
but Fails. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 2.—James B. Postle- 
thwait. employed in the clerical departmént 
of the Michigan Central company in this city, 
died in a hospital here today after having 
fasted forty-nine days for the benefit of his 
health. Exhaustion is given as the cause of 
death. He was a member of the Detroit 
Physical Culture club.

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SON OF LYMAN GAGE SUICIDE. 


Shoots Himself in Hotel Tourist 
in Seattle, Wash. 


MOTHER AND WIFE THERE. 


Cannot Locate Him, So Set Detectives 
to Hunting for Him. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Eli A. 
Gage, son of Lyman J. Gage of Chicago, 
former secretary of the United States treas- 
ury, committed suicide in his room in the 
Tourist hotel this afternoon by shooting him- 
self through the heart. Death was in- 
stantaneous. 

Gage registered at the Tourist hotel, which 
is a third ¢lass house, on Sunday afternoon, 
under the name of J. W. Gorst. He had no 
baggage with him. He lived at the hotel 
without his identity being known. He ap- 
peared to be In the best of spirits, according 
to the clerk of the hotel. 


Mother and Wife Hunt Him. 

Gage's wife and his mother came to Seattle 
on Sunday to join him. They were unable to 
locate him and accordingly asked the Pinker- 
tons to findhim. The detectives were search- 
ing for Gage when he was found dead. His 
mother is prostrated. 

Gage came to Seattle three weeks ago and 
stopped at the Greystone, a fashionable 
boarding house. He left on July 18. 


Identified by Old Friend. 

The body was identified by Capt. Jarvis, 
an Alaskan capitalist, who is an old friend 
of the Gage family, and by J. D. Trenholme, 
president of the Northwestern Steamship 
company, to whom he carried a letter of in- 
troduction. He applied recently to Tren- 
nolme for a position. 

Much mystery surrounds Gage’s suicide. 
Those who are in a position to know of a 
motive, if any there was, are close lipped. 
A bank book among his effects showed he 
had a balance on July 24 of $211. 


Father Not Notified of Death. 

San Diego, Cal., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Lyman 
J. Gage, former secretary of the treasury, 
who is residing at Point Loma,, the head- 
quarters of Katherine Tingley’s Universal 
Brotherhood, stated tonight that he knows 
nothing of the reported suicide of his son 
at Seattle. 

“jt have a son in Seattle,”” admitted Mr. 
Gage. “ His name is Eli. I have not been 


in Seattle and it seems strange that if the 
report be true they should not advise me. 
I know of no reason why my son should take 


his life.” 


Young Gage Little Known Here. 
Mr. Gage was about 36 years of age. He 
was born In Chicago, the son of Lyman Jud- 
con and Sarah Etheridge Gage. Considering 
the prominence of his fatherdm Chicago for 
many years, both in public and financial life, 
the son was little known in the city and had 
comparatively few close acquaintances 
among young men of his age. 
Until his marriage he resided with his 
father and mother at their North State 
street residence. His wedding took place

His bride was the daughter of John 
Weare of Cedar Rapids, Ia. 


While Mr. Gage Sr. was-secretary of the | 


treasury in 1808 the young man was attracted 
by the Alaskan gold boom, and he and his 
wife made a trip together to the Klondike, 
where they became interested in various min- 
ing and transportation enterprises in con- 
junction with the Cudahys and the Weares— 
the latter being relatives of Mrs. Gage. Some 
of the companies with which Eli Gage was 
allied at first became exceedingly prosperous, 
but it is understood he did not long retain 
his interests in them. 

Returning to Chicago from the Klondike, 
Mr. ahd Mrs. Gage resided for several years 
in Evanston. He was employed then In the 
plumbing supply house of James B. Clow & 
Sons. Later he had been in Seattle and Mrs. 
Gage had been staying with her mother in 
Cedar Rapids. 

In a letter written within a fortnight to 
Chicago she announced her intention of soon 
joining Mr. Gage in Seattle. 
staying there partly on account of his health. 

There are two children—Lyman, aged 11, 
and John Weare, aged 7.

KNIFE 10 PREVENT CRIME, 


Philadelphia Physicians Perform 
Operations on Seven Children. 


EYES ARE FOUND DEFECTIVE 


Half of the 1,407 Cases Examined 
Shown to Have Optical Trouble. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 2.~—[Special. ]}—Fol- 
lowing the theories of the country’s foremost 
physicians and the recent rulings in the Juve- 
nile courte the Pennsyitvania Society for the 
Protection of Children from Cruelty, work- 
ing in conjunction with Director Coplin of 
the bureau of health and charities, and Chief 
Abbott of the bureau of heakh, has instituted 
the practice of performing operations upon 
children given into its chargé when medical 
opinion is rendered that such course is likely 
to prevent a criminal career. This is the 
first effort of the sort ever made in this 

' country. 
The subjects of the experiments were oper- 
‘gated on today at the infirmary of the society. 
Seven children were put under the knife by 
E the city’s most prominent surgeons, who per- 
: formed operations calculated to improve the 
. mental and moral condition of the patients. 
The physicians who either participated or 
were interested in the operations were: Dr. 
S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. A. C. Abbott, Dr. George 
‘W. Dougherty, Dr. F. H. Dercum, Dr. W. W. 
‘tTawke, Dr. Alfred Gordon, Dr. Charles K. 
Mills, Dr. Louis Starr, and Dr. Fred Freiey. 


Many Other Children Examined. 

While only seven children were operated 
upon today, Dr. L. C. Wessells and Dr. A. C. 
Butcher, who were detailed to the task by 
Director Coplin, have examined 1,407 cases 
which were brought into the temporary cus- 
tody of the society, and other similar opera-_ 
tions will take place shortly, provided the 
consent of the parents can be secured, 

These examinations have been under way 
for the last two weeks at the society’s in- 
stitufion here, and have shown that there fs 
a good opportunity for further experiments 
along the lines which were followed in yes- 
terday’s operations. Both Dr. Wessell and 
Dr. Butcher are convinced that there are 
éxcellent results to be obtained by the use 
of the knife. 

Of the total number examined about 50 per 
cent were found to be suffering from refrac- 
tion of the eyes and glasses have been ordered 
for all of these. 

While conducting the examinations the 
physicians made most minute inquiries into 
the past history of the children and their 
parents, as well as regarding their present 


health. 
Lack of Parents’ Care Shown. 

Dr. Alfred Gordon reported that he has 
discovered a surprisingly large number of 
cases of feeble minded children, supposed to 
be the victims of cruelty, who are, in reality, 
in a condition bordering closely upon im- 
becility, and calling for constant care of a 
character which the busy parents are unable 
to give them. . 

It is proposed that these children shall be 
sent to the institution for the feeble minded, 
which ts to be built at Spring City, where the 
evil can be corrected to a great extent and 
perhaps a total cure effected on children 
who otherwise would be turned out upon the 


world misunderstood and regarded as com- 
1 criminals.

CRONSTADT, Aug. 2.—Despite theaggres- 
pive measures taken by the authorities to ° 
prevent a'repetition of the Sveaborg revolt 
here, mutinous sailors, soldiers, sappers, and 
miners attempted to seize Fort Censtantine 
during the night, precipitating; @ battle in 
mhich more than 100 officers and men were 
wounded. 

After an all night fight with loyal troops 
the mutineers were forced to surrender, but 
the city still is in a panic and fearful of a 
fresh uprising. 

At the first news of the Sveaborg revolt 
thé authorities here took active measures to 
prevent a revolt in the fortress. More than 
$000 sailors of the Twentieth and other 
equipages, together with the sappers and 
miners, pioneers, and other units whose loy- 
valty was doubted, were disarmed and placed 
qunder arrest in their barracks. 

“Loyal” Troops Aid Plot. 

They managed to escape in the night in 
spite of the surveillance of the guard and 
other regiments, which were stationed at the 
barracks, plainly indicating treachery. This 
suspicion is heightened by the fact that the

“The plan of the uprising was conceived by.

the information of the situation at Fort 
Constantine and the arsenal was faulty.

The 
guns on the lower tier can be swung on an 
arc of forty-five degrees and command only 
the sea, while those of the upper tier are on 
pivots and can be pointed in any direction.

2,900 Mutineers in Fight. 
The number of the mutineers is given at 


.800, of whom 2,200 were sailors. 


This morning, when the Grand Duke Nicho- 


las Nicholaievitch, commander in chief of all 
the troops in the St. Petersburg district, was 
informed of what had transpired, he was 
furious and, according to information ob- 
tained at Orienbaum, he immediately ordered 
the mutineei’s to be tried by court martial 
and shot.

1 SATLORS LOYALTY 
ENDS ONE REVOLT 


bardment Breaks Will of 
Sveaborg Mutineers. 


DEATH FOR ALL REBELS, 


Swift Punishment for Men Who. 
Seized Island Fortress to 
Follow Surrender. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, Aug. 2.—With 
the desperate ceenie in the island fortress of 
Sveaborg quelled after three days’ continu- 
ous fighting, the authorities are now con- 
fronted with a civilian uprising here led by 
socialist red guards. 

The city, which remained quiet during the 
battle for Sveaborg, broke inte a tumult 
with the defeat of the revolutionists last 
night. Today has been marked by clashes 
between troops and police and socialist red 
guards. There have been several casualties, 
among the wounded being the chief of po- 
lice and his assistant. 

The revolt at Sveaborg finally was quelled 
late last night after three days’ continuous 
fighting in whith at least 200 men were killed 
and three times that number wounded. 

Instant Death for Rebels. 

Today it was announced officially that 
nearly all the mutineers in the fortress had 
surrendered and that the men implicated 
are now on trial by court martial. As 
quickly as found guilty they will be shot. 

It is asserted that some of the mutineers 
still are holding a few of the smaller 


the islands during the night or today. 

The captured rebels are being transferred 
to Helsingfors in: boats guarded by loyal 
troops. They are sullen and seem to have 
little thought of the  Pesemenapees 28 which 
awaits them. 

While the final phase of the fight was at 
its height last night six civilians, believed to 
be red guard leaders, were sent ashore in 4 
hall of bullets. Their identity is not known, 
but it ie reported they will be shot imme- 
diately. 


Heavy Casualties in Battle, 

No accurate report of t.ie casualties has 
been obtainable up to a late hour tonight. 
Some of the authorities here place the num- 
ber of dead at fifty men and five officers, with 
150 men wounded, but it is believed the total 
far will exceed this. 

In the Sveaborg mutiny seven companies 
of artillery were concerned, and of the for- 
tress,steamers the Vietreli, Puskar, Rabot- 
schi, Imgemier, and Mars were in the hands 
of the mutineers, while the Bomba, Opit, and 
Sveaborg remained loyal. The Opit was fu- 
riously bombarded by the mutincers yester- 
day and they threatened to sink the Bomba at 
the first opportunity, even if it hoisted the 
red flag. 

During the Skatudden island mutiny only 
one, the Finn, of six vessels stationed in the 
north harbor fired on the marine barrackr 
occupied by the eer The others re- 


mained passive. 


Big Forts Are in Ruins. 

The Sveaborg fortress is composed of seven 
islands, of which Sveaborg island is the cen- 
ter. Half of Sveaborg, with half of Sand- 
hatnm island, were in the hands of the muti- 
nous artillerymen and sgappers and miners 
yesterdey, with the government forces com- 
manding the other halves of Sandhamm and 
Sveaborg islands, and the whole of Langorn, 
Nicholai, and Harakka islands. The perma- 
nent fortifications on Sveaborg island were 
badly damaged by the shell fire exchanged 
between the combatants. 

It is claimed that the troops on Harakka 
island, the nearest to this place, could have 
silenced the guns of the mutineers, but the 
soldiers refused to fire on their comrades, 
although they remained faithful to the gov- 
ernment. The mutinous artillerymen were 
well fortified, not only being able to hold 
their positions but seemingly having the 
upper hand, and the large eleven inch guns 
in the hands of the government forces did 
not seem to have the slightest effect on the 
earthworks held. by the mutineers, though 
the stone and brick fortifications suffered 
considerably. 

Loyal Warships Decide Day. 

This was the condition of affairs until the 
warships Slava, Garevitch, and Bogatyr ar- 
rived within range of the mutineers at 6 
o’clock last night. After an exchange of 
signals the warships opened fire on the 
rebels. “y 

It was the moral effect of this bombardment 
by the warships rather than the actua] dam- 
age done that weakened the spirit of the mu- 
tineers. As in the battle of Tsushima strait 
the marksmanship of the sallors was execra- 
ble, the shells either not reaching the mark 
or failing altogether to explode. 


Sailors’ Marksmanship Execrable. 

In all the bombardment the warships dia 
searcely any damage to the mutineers. But 
the display of loyalty on the part of the ships’ 
crews was accepted by the mutineers as sea]- 
ing their fate. 

Before the arrival of the warships the 
mutineers had driven the Russian command- 
er and 2,000 loyal troops to the furthermost 
part of the southe#n section of the town of 
Sveaborg. But the loyalty of the warships 
had taken the heart out of the mutineers, dis- 
couraged already earlier in the day by the

History of the Revolt. 


brought to Helsingfors tonight the following 
history of the mutiny was obtained: 

It was precipitated by trouble over money 
due to 200 of the sappers and miners. Social 
democratic and social revolutionary agita- 
tors. who were spreading their propaganda 
among the troops promptly seized on the oc- 
casion to organize a big conspiracy. - They 
told the soldiers that the time had come to 
put an end to the old régime; that a general 
strike in Russia had been declared, and that 
risings of the garrisons of Cronstadt, Svea- 
borg, and Sevastopol would be immediately 
followed by mutinies of the Baltic and Black 
sea fleets; and that from,the bases thus ob- 
tained the government could be given its 
death blow. 

Agitators Stir Up Troops. 

The soldiers listened to the preachings of 
the agitators and menjbelonging to the so- 
cialistic red guard were introduced into the 
fortress from. the mainland. On Monday 
night the soldiers mutinied and made a pris- 
oner of Gen. Aggier, their commander, seized 
the machine guns and the guns in the bat- 
teries on three of the islands and elected a 
directing committee, headed by Zyon, an ex- 
reserve officer. The mutineers then shot 
three junior officers and afterwards fired from 
the Emperor's battery upon the residence of 
the commandant of the fortress. 

The latter had with him the entire Sveaborg 
regiment, which not only replied with the 
field guns at their disposal, but proved their 
loyalty by making an attempt to capturethe 
position of the mutineers at the point of tha 
bayonet, This attémpt, however, was re- 
pulsed with the fire of rapid fire guns. 

The next morning the sailors at the bar- 
racks at Skatudden, at the instigation of the 
red guard, joined the mutiny and hoisted the 
red flag. The garrison of the city had been 
reduced to two regiments of infantry and two 
squadrons of Cossacks when the mutiny oc- 
curred, and owing to the activity of the revo- 
lutionists and the panic in the city it was 
decided to await reinforcements of troops and 
machine guns from Villmanstrand. 


Skatudden Revolt Short Lived. 
In the meantime, during the day the fire 


of the torpedo cruiser Finn made a breach 
in the walls of the barracks at Skatudden 
and at nightfall the majority of the muti- 
neers there surrendered, The remainder es- 
caped in boats. 

The mutineers in the Sveaborg fortress at 
intervals during the day fired shrapne) 
shells from the nine inch guns at the loyal 
troops on Commander island and the battery 
on Harakka island, nearer the shore. The 
troops manning the island battery were 
regarded as being untrustworthy and were 
sent to the mainland, The breach blocks of 
the guns were removed and Cossack pickets 
were left in charge of the fort. This was 
the most serious moment for both sides. 


Fleet’s Loyalty Dashes Hope. 

While anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
the Baltic squadron the mutineers firmly be- 
lieved that the fight was on their side and 
they were also informed that the crews of 
the warships:at Hango had thrown their offi- 
cers overboard and were on their way to join 
the mutiny. 

The officers and men of the fleet at Hango, 
Finland, sailed to assist the mutineers and 
the grand duke’s cruisers Truchmetz, Emir, 
and Finn attempted to intercept them. The 
shallow water and reefs made maneuvering 
for large vessels difficult and the Hango 
flotilla slipped away to Sveaborg. In the 
evening the government battleships, fearing 
attacks from the torpedo boats, sailed away 
a distance of eleven knots from the fortress. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM TROUBLED 
BY PERILS TO RULERS’ LIVES. 


Asserts That Not Only Kings and Em-~ 
perors but Also Presidents Are Hour- 
ly in Danger of Death.

» PARIS, Aug. 2.—The Matin tomorrow will 
publish an interview had by its Berlin cor- 
respondent with Emperor William, in which 
his majesty said the yellow peril was not 
the sole danger threatening the world, there 
being also a red danger. 

* The heads of states,’ the emperor added, 
“whether absolute or constitutional mon- 
archies or republics, hourly risk their lives. 
President Falliéres runs the same risks as 
the czar and President Roosevelt the same 
risks as King Alfonso.” 

The correspondent says at the Kiel regatta 
the kaiser noticed the French armored cruis- 
er Leon Gambetta was not present. He 
thought the warship had been invited to be 
present during the regatta and he said to 
the French naval attaché: 

“Tt is a pity the Gambetta is absent. 
Come, come, I know what this means. We 
still are suspected and kept in punishment.”’ 

The kaiser inforced his remark by a genial 
laugh. Speaking to another French naval 
officer the kaiser said: 

“It freely is reported I am pleased when 
I learn some fresh scandal has broken out 
in the French army. It absolutely is false. 
We Europeans live too closely together and 
our national lives are too intermingled for 
us not to feel the evil occurring in any sin- 
gle member. Any harm befalling the French 
army fills me with uneasiness. Anti-militar- 
ism is an international pest. A nation re- 
jolcing thereat resembles a city rejoicing 
at an outbreak of cholera in a neighboring 


town.””

Controversy at Memphis Leads to Shoot- 
ing at Voting Booth—Coroner to In- 
vestigate Charges. 


Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 2—[Spectal.]—One 
man was killed, another fatally injured, and 
& third slightly hurt in a riot following the 
closing of a voting booth in the Fifteenth 
district after the county e:ection here today.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 2.—Maj. Gen.

Arthur was sent to Manchuria by the presi- 
dent toward the latter part of the Russo- 
Japanese war to observe the Japanese mili- 
tary operations.

First Thought. . 


MUST “LAY UP” IN DOCK. 


Repairs Necessary That Will 
Take Both Vessels from 
Maneuvers. 


Newport, R. I, Aug. 2.+[Special.]—It was 
learned this evening that the damage done 
the battleships Alabama and Illinois of the 
fleet of Rear Admiral Evans, which were in 
collision on Monday night while making for 
Newport, is more serious than at first sup- 
posed. It will be necessary for the vessels 
to leave the fleet immediately and go into 
drydock to receive qutensive repairs at the 
navy yard. ' . 

Rear Admiral Evans did not think the 
damage great. He announced it was con- 
fined to the upper works, of the vessels, but 
since an inspection by divers it would ap- 
pear that such is not thecase. 

A court of inquiry, of which Capt. Ben- 
jamin T. Tulley is senior officer, was in 
session all Gay on board the Illinois. It has 
not yet completed its labors. It is awaiting 
the report of the divers. 


Neither Ship Can Join Drill. , 

The two ships will not figure in drill with 
the fleet for some time to come. 

From an examination thus far made it is 
learned the Illinels suffered the greater In- 
jury. It was found that four of the six 
inch guns on the gun deck forward were 
damaged, to what extent is not yet known, 
but they are out of commission. The star- 
board shaft is bent and the starboard pro- 
pellef cracked. 

In examining the structural part of the 
vessel it has been found that 4 portion of 
the forward gun deck was sprung. How 
much more damage has been done has not 
been ascertained. 


Alabama Not So Badly Injured. 

On the Alabama it was found that a com- 
partment of the armored casemate was 
leaking on the port side. It was necessary 
to keep the pumps going all the time to keep 
it clear. Two of the six inch guns are in- 
jured and one bent forward of the jaxon. 
As far as known, this is the extent of the 
damage to the flagship of the second division 
fleet. 

From a member of the crew of the Tilinols 
today it was learned that when the Alabama 
was seen coming towards the former ship 
the collision drill signal was sounded on the' 
whistle. This served to call the crews of 
both vessels to quarters, so close were they 
together. This member of the Illinois crew 


making five knots an hour, but he is con- 
fident they were going eight knots. Only 
a short time previous they had been making 
twelve knots,

Shore road, which skirts Sagamore hill and 
the favorite riding path for President Roose- 
velt. The feeling runs high, and a crowd of 
indignant citizens, led by an official, yester- 
day evening tore down two stone walls on 
the shore front of Louis C. Tiffany, the New 
York jeweler’s, place today, the pler belong- 
ing to Mrs. J. West Roosevelt. 

The, commissioners led a force of laborers 
and the attack was expected: They were 
raked with a verbal cross fire from Mrs. 
Coudert when they attacked the pier on Fred 
L. Coudert’s place, but managed to accom- 
plish their purpose. A section of plier belong- 
ing to George C. Maxwell of New York also 
was destroyed. 

The movement to restore the water front 
of Oyster Bay to the town Is backed by pub- 
lic sentiment. One hundred years ago the 
Shore road was declared a highway by the 
board of highway commissioners. A road 
was surveyed sixty-six feet wide and fol- 
lowed the tide mark along the shore. Little 
by little the road has been encroached on.

URGE NOOSE FORRURFIANS 


GRAND JURORS WANT HANGING 
AS PENALTY FOR ATTACKS. 


Defect of Law Pointed Out in Inquisi- 
torial Body’s Report and Recom- 
mendations Are Made That Death 
Be Penishment for Crimes Against 
Children—Girl Seized by Negro in 
Shadow of Engine House and Thug 
Ie Pursued by Firemen. 


As pne means of checking attacks by ruf- 
flans on young children, the grand jury 
recommended the death penalty in its report 
yesterday. Crimes of this character were 
blamed to defects in legal punishment and 
to the failure of parents to keep their chil- 
dren off the streets at night. 

“We are informed trial judges hold that, 
under the present wording of the statute,”’ 
said the report, “ persons cannot be convicted 
of indecent liberties with children unless the 
children be enticed to a bullding, inclosure, 
or place where the crime is committed. 


Hanging as Maximum Penalty. 
“We recommend to the next legislature 
that this statute be so worded as to cover 
every nature of crime against children, wher- 
ever committed. We recommend the maxi- 
mum punishment be hanging. 

“Our attention has been called to the fact 
that most crimes are committed after 10 
o'clock at night and that criminals, with few 
exceptions, are young people. If children un- 
der 16 years of age could be kept off the 
streets after 9 o’clock at night the number 
of crimes would be greatly reduced.’”’

Illinois Telephone Construction com- 
pany, the telephone end of the Illinois Tun- 
nel company, it was announced yesterday, 
has completed arrangements to make con- 
nections with all the long distance independ- 
ent lines in the United States.

TO BARE RECORDS 


‘Commissioners of Minnesota 


Grant, Shippers’ Demand 
- for Books. 


WILL PROBE REBATING. 


Object Is to Ascertain Truth of 
Officials’ Statements on 
the Stand. 


St."Paul, Minn, Aug. 2.—The state railroad 
and werehouse commission today, at the re- 
quest of James Manahan, attorney for the 
Minnesota Shippers’ association, ordered 
produced before it all records of those rail- 
roads whose officials have testified during 
the investigation which has been in progress 
during the present year. The object is to 
substantiate charges by Attorney Mahahan 
that rebates have been granted and that the 
railroads’ earnings are far greater than they 
represent. 

This order is the most sweeping one of the 
kind ever made by the commission, and if 
the commission is inclined to enforce it In 
detail it would mean the bringing of the rec- 
ords of all railroads doing business in Min- 
nesota to the state capital. 


Assails Railroads’ Counsel. 

The hearing today was marked by an at- 
tack by Attorney: Manahan on the character 
of the law firm representing the railroads. 
After asserting that investigation by an ad- 
verse party would be much more productive 
than the work of the corhmission’s expert, 
Attorney Manahan said: 

‘“‘As to what railroad companies we want 
examined, I believe the Great Western is 
operated with the smallest amount of profit. 
I have especially in mind the Great North- 
ern,.”’ 

“ How leng a time do you want to make 
your examination?’ . asked Commissioner 
Mills. 

“For as long a time as is necessary,’’ was 
the answer. “TI state deliberately that I 
believe the conclusions of Mr. Farrington, 
vice president of the Great Northern, are not 
justified by the facts. 

*“‘I am reliably informed that a large num- 
ber of clerks are kept busy in figuring on 
rebates, returned to shippers as overcharges, 
in one case the rebate amounting to $7,000. I 
believe the 1906 profits of .ae Great Northern 
can be shown to be three times as much as 
Mr. Farrington reported. I believe the same 
is true of the Milwaukee road.”’ 


Cannot Specify Books. 


Attorney Manahan was asked to specify the 
books he wanted, but insisted this was an im- 
possibility. 

*“*I want every one which sustains the fig- 
ures offered in tvidence, was the answer. 
‘“‘And further, I frankly admit that I will 
make an issue, if necessary, that I do not 
have to specify the exact books.” 

Attorney Severance, forthe rallroads, ob- 
jected to an examination by the Shippers’ 
association, which, he said, “* boiled down, 
consists of George Loftus.”’ 

As things now stand, it looks as if the hear- 
ing would get into the courts, and that at 
an early date, for it is generally believed that 
the roads will refuse to permit Manahan 
or any shipper to look over their records. 


CLERK ACCUSED OF BIG THEFTS 
FROM BANK IN SIX MONTHS. 


Pittsburg Young Man ‘in Jail on 
Charge of Embezzling from $125,- 
000 to $300,000. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 2.—[Spectal. ]}—Clifford 
S. Hixon, a bookkeeper for the Union Trust 
company, is in jail on a charge of embezzling 
from his employers sums estimated at from 
$125,000 to $300,000 within only the last six 
months. Hixon explains the matter by say- 
ing merely, “‘Il was wrong on the market.” 
Another employé is under surveillance. He 
will be arrésted probably tomorrow. 

Detectives who have been working on the 
case declare that Hixon has made a full 
confession. 

The Union, Trust company is the largest and 
strongest financial institution in Pittsburg. 
It paid its «tockholders dividends of 300 per 
cent last year. H:. C. Frick, United States 
Senator P. C. Knox, Henry Phipps, and a 
score of Pittsburg millionaires are directors 
of the institution. 

Hixon,- who has been under suspicion for 
several months, was ischarged several 
weeks ago, when expert accountants were 
placed on his books. It is said they have 
found numerous false entries.

FORMER GOVERNOR WEIL RE- 
CEIVED ON NORTHWEST SIDE. 


Rockets and Red Lights Aid in At- 
tracting 2,000 Persons to the Hall 

,;~—Candidate Declares Senator Cul- 
Ilom Is Unwilling te Abide by the 
Wishes of the People as Expressed 
by Their Ballots—Closes His Cam- 
paign Tonight. 


Richard Yates held a stirring meeting las* 
night on the “ northwest side” of Chicago. 
To guard against the possible influence of 
political adversaries stationed at the door 
of the hall, as on Tuesday evening, to inform 
prospective auditors that there was “ noth- 
ing doing,”’ the entrance to Schoenhofen hall. 
where the meeting was held, was flanked 
by several dozen sticks of red fire. A gross 
of rockets, set off at judicious intervals in 
the early part of the evening, attracted den!- 
zens of Milwaukee avenue even from the 
northernmost boundaries of the Sixteenth 
ward. 

As a result an audience of nearly 2,000 men 
crowded the hall when J. F. Devine, presi- 
dent of the Sixteenth’ Ward Republican club, 
opened the meeting. Those who could not 
get in staid outside and watched the fire- 
works. 

Well Received by Big Crowd. 

The former governor scored a second time 
when he began his speech. He called his 
audience “the mos® representative crowd 
of républican leaders I have yet faced in 
Chicago.’’ At the close of the meeting half 
a dozen pretty giris, who had waited patient- 
ly downstairs to see the former governor, 
came out and were treated to a handshake 
apiece and ten minutes’ conversation all to 
themselves. 

And when he left the ward “‘ Dick’ Yates 
apparently was the most popular man in it.

Quotes from Hoar’s Speech.

JAMES PEASE SAYS HE SOUGHT 
CASH FROM LORIMER. 


Sherif Asserts Congressman’s Man- 
agers Agreed to Give Him Funds, 
but Later Withdrew Offer—Healy 
Attacks State Senator Again—Lor- 
imer and Friestedt Hold Meetings 
—Final Rally for Parker Draws a 
Crowd, 


New charges of dishonorable political 
methods were made egainst Senator Carl 
Mueller last night by Sheriff James Pease, 
who presided as chairman of a Twenty-fifth 
ward campaign meeting at»North Turner 
hall, Diversey boulevard and Sheffield ave- 


nue. 

Mr. Pease declared that Mueller went to 
Mr. Frank, manager of the Lorimer head- 
quarters, and asked for funds to carry the 
delegates of the ward at the coming election, 
The speaker added that the financial support 
was promised at first, but. was later refused, 

Mayor Dunne came in for a rap from 
Pease also. 

“If Mayor Dunne was ever proved unfit 
to rule the city,” he said, “it was shown 
conclusively by the action of the school board 
last niglht.”’ 

Mr. Pease for the first time told last night 
how he got the money with which he pur- 
chased a slice of a coal mine at Carbonville. 

‘*Mr. Mueller has wanted to know where I 
got all my money,’ he said. ‘‘ Well, I’m 
not afraid to tell. I borrowed every bit of 
$20,000 and bought some shares in that mine. 
When the profits came I paid the money 
back,”’ 

State’s Attorney Healy reiterated his 
charges of graft against Senator Mueller 
and challenged him to expose his bank ac- 
count to the public. 


Charge Answered by Mann. 

Answer to the charge that corporations 
are backing his campaign was made’ by Con- 
gressman James R. Mann at night at ‘his 
meeting held in a vacant lot at Sixty-second 
street and Woodlawn avenue. 

“The charge that the railroadand packing 
corporations are backing my campaign is ab- 
solutely falgse,’” Mr. Mann said. “ Some of 
the men working for both corporations are 
for Mr. Parker, and I cite two instances to 
show the companies are taking no hand, 
Harry Steger, who is inthe legal department 
of Armour’s, is working for ‘Parker, as is 
W. L. Smith, assistant to Vice President J. T. 
Harahan of the Llinois Central.” 

Mr. Manm denied that he had voted for the 
Lorimer amendment for the regulation of the 
packing business, as that amendment, in its 
objectionable form, never reached the house, 
Other charges made by Mr. Parker were also 
answered. 

Another Mann meeting wae held in the 
African Methodist church at Fifty-sixth 
street and Jefferson avenue. This was at-. 
tended almost exclusively by waiters. Mr. 
Mann caught the famcy of the negro voters 
when he said the pure food bill which he 
fathered provided for unadulterated foods, 
which would mean a better digestion and 
larger tips. 

Warn Against Lorimer Methods. 


Fear that the Lorimer forces will en- 
deavor to carry the Thirteenth ward by foul 
means was expressed by T. Fred Laramie 
at a Friestedt meeting, Ashland avenue and 
Polk street. 

‘The voters of this ward should use cau- 
tion against being trapped into voting the 
Lorimer ticket on Aug. 4,”’ said Mr. Laramie. 
** And they should not allow themselves to 
be frightened from the polls by any bull- 
dozing.”’ 

Mr. Friestedt also spoke, but was inter- 
rupted at intervals by hoodlums. 

Ex-Postmaster F. E. Coyre, campaign 
manager for Friestedt, was charged with in- 
timidating voters by Congressman Lorimer 
at Van Buren street and Forty-third avenue. 
Two letters were read that had been received 
during the day by Thomas Sullivan, 1601 
South Fortieth avenue. 

One letter warned Sullivan not to vote at 
the primaries because it had been learned 
that he had voted at previous democratic 
primaries.

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 2.—The Michigan dem- 
o¢ratic convention today indorsed William J. 
Bryan for president in 1908, and defeated a 
resolution calling upon the national demo- 
cratic committee to investigate the charges 
made against National Chairman Thomas 
E. Taggart and demand his resignation if 
they be proved. Then it nominated Charles 
H, Kimmerle of Cassopolis for governor over 
Stanley E. Parkhill of Owosso, the only other 
candidate, after a spirited ballot. 

The platform blames evils that have arisen 
under the trust system to the republican 
‘party, which is accused of conferring special 
privileges on corporations by class legisla- 
tion. The rejection of Senator La Follette’s 
proposed railroad legislation is pointed to as 
proof of this assertion. 


Bryan Indorsed for President. 

Bryan's name !s indorsed for the presiden- 
tial nomination in this language: 

“ Fully believing in the honesty, integrity, 
and wisdom of William Jennings Bryan, abd 
that under his leadership the people would 
receive relief from the many ills above re- 
ferred to, we commend: him to the people of 
the United States as a candidate for pres- 
ident in 1908."’ 

The resolutions further favor the nomi- 
nation of all candidates by direct vote, nomi- 
nation and election of United States senators 
by direat vote, a passenger rate of not more 
than 2 cents a mile in the lower peninsula 
and 3 cents in the upper peninsula, the elimi- 
nation of thé use of the cross at the head of 
ballots and the use of a cross before each 
candidate voted for, and enactment of laws 
making it a criminal offense for members of 
the legislature to accept railroad passes.

WILL OUST CORRUPT MEN. 


Strong Case Against Former 
Lieutenant at the Stanton 
Avenue Station. 


Investigation of the work of every police 
officer in Chicago, it is promised, will follow 
the trial of Lieut. Roger Mulcahy of the Ca- 
nalport avenue police station, which began 
yesterday. The inquiry will be started by the 
Anti-Crime league. Lazy, good for nothing, 
and corrupt HNeutenants and captains will be 
subjected to investigation. It will extend to 
the detective bureau, which has reached the 
height of inefficiency under Lieut. Andy 
Rohan’s “ administration.” It may reach as 
high as the inspectors. 

“ Lieut. Mulcahy’s trial has disclosed a re- 
markable example of a corrupt and inefficient 
officer,’’ said Attorney H. J. Toner, represent- 
ing the league, at the close of the first day’s 
session of the police trial board. ‘*‘ He not 
only failed to prosecute. criminal. chses 
brought to his attention by his subordinates 
but he appears to have acted in the interest 
of the defendants. There are other com- 
manding officers throughout the police de- 
partment who are equally culpable, I have ng 
doubt. 


Explains Attacks on Women 


women and children to appear in the streets 
unprotected.

The lieutenant was charged with incapacit 
and inefficiency inservice, failure to suppress 
crime, disobedience of orders, and a long list 
of other offenses.

Proof Produced by Prendergast. 


saulted forty or fifty girls, and there was Cor- 
roborative evidence before the trial in eight or 
ten cases, The hegro was sentenced to the 
penitentiary by the Criminal court after two 
police magistrates, Justices Hurley and Rich- 
ardson, had acquitted him. 

Prendergast told Civil Service Commission- 
er Joseph Powell that he worked up the case 
against Mulcahy under ‘the direction of the 
chief. - 

“This negro, Bowers,’ said the sergeant, 
“ was identified at the station by Mary Calla- 
han, 11 years old, whom he had mistreated, 
as well as by her sister and by a little negro 
girl. The case came up on March 16 before 
Justice Hurley, who held the evidence in- 
sufficient. More evidence was secured and 
I had the negro arrested again. There had 
been some complaints that forty or fifty chil- 
dren in that neighborhood had been assaulted 
by a negro answering his description. Tbh 
Rev. Johnston Myers told me that his chil- 
dren had been menaced. 


Action Under Chief’s Orders. 

**T have reports of similar character from 
the pastor of the St. James M. E. church and 
Bishop. Cheney's church and from the Eliza- 
beth and Raymond schools. The evidence 
was overwhelming in the case of eight or 
ten little girls. So I went to the Neutenant 
and said: 

“T have an excellent case against that 


negro. Will you proceed against him?’’ 
‘Indeed I won't,’ said he. ‘I’m not going 
oyer Hurley’s head,’ 

‘This made me furious. I took the little 
Callahan girl and her mother and sister be- 
fore Chief Collins and since then I have been 
under the chief's orders.” 

Sergeant Prendergast told the trial board 
how Lieut. Mulcahy had@ spied on his actions 
and had filed charges against him. 

“ You-didn’t think the Heutenant was a bad 
officer until he brought charges against you, 
did you?” asked Daniel Donohue, attorney 
for the defense. 

“T haven't the slightest feeling against the 
lieutenant,”” answered Prendergast, amid 
general smiles. ‘‘ I am too broad for that.” 


Testimony of Children Given. 


Mary Callahan and other little girls and 
their mothers told the trial board that Mu}- 
cahy had been negligent. Mrs. Callahan. said 
he had appeared to be directing the defense. 
eonsulting closely with “ Bob” Mitcheil., 
the colored attorney for Bowers. ; 

“He was whispering to Mitchell, like he 
is to you, Mr. Donohue,” said Prendergast 
earnestly. “*‘He was grinning and laughing 
during the recital of that young girl’s suffer- 
ingss.”’ 

Mrs. Callahan in telling how she upbraided 
Justice Hurley when he released the negro, 
said: 

“TIT told him I was ashamed of his breed and 
nationality when he took the part of a black 
man like-that who assaulted little girls. He 
said my girl was too big a girl tobe led away 
by a.man, and l-answered that Mrs. Hol- 
lister wasn’t too big tobeledaway. He then 
said that he has a carriage to have his chil- 
dren taken to school, but I told him that I 
couldn't afford that.”’ 

At the morning session it was brought out 
that Mulcahy had refused to prosecute Pat- 
rick McMahon for shooting Benjamin Street- 
er; a negro, whose leg afterwards had to be 
amputated. Sergeant Prendergast asserted 
that Mulcahy had been influenced to with- 
draw charges against McMahon by Edward 
Turley, former secretary of the National 
Teamsters’ union, and John Sheridan. an offi- 
clal of the Ice Wagon Drivere’ union. Me- 
Mahon was an officer of the Stone, Cement 
and Terra Cotta Drivers’ union.

This is the feature which will 
stamp the Jamestown ter-centenary ex- 
hibition as distinct from all its predeces- 
sors among American attempts of this 
kind. And perhaps, after all, there is 
nothing more to the credit of the people 
who have built up a nation in the land 
where the Phglish set foot in 1607 than 
their achievements upon the water. They 
gained prominence in the carrying trade 
quite early in their colonial history, fought 
the battle for neutral rights on the sea, 
and pointed the way to modern machinery 
of naval warfare, three great accomplisb- 
ments wel] worthy of commemoration and 
deserving of friendly recognition by the 
whole world. 


THE TRANSVAAL. 

Much the same language that was heard 
fn this country after the civil war about 
the danger of giving the ballot to the “ un- 
reconstructed rebels” is heard in England 
about giving it to the unreconciled Boers. 
It was said here that if the men who had 
been fighting in the confederate armies 
were restored to power, théy would grind 
in the dust the blacks and the few loyal 
whites. Mr. Kipling expresses in inferior 
‘verse his fear that the British government 
may thrust the English in the Transvaal 
Back to the slough of their despond, 

Helots anew held fast. 

In spite of his appeal responsible gov- 

ernment is to be given to the Transvaal 
There, is to be no disfranchising of the 
Boers and no enfranchising of blacks to 
swamp their votes. The agreement with 
the Boer generals that the ballot should 
not be given to the natives is to be-.kept. 
The Rand, where the British are heavily 
in the majority, will elect thirty-two of 
the sixty-nine members of the assembly, 
but it has not been charged that the districts 
have been gerrymandered so as to give the 
British element undue representation. If 
the Boers can‘cast the most votes—which 
the British government says it does not 
believe-—they will rule, and Mr. Kipling 
will have the text for another chapter of 
his rhymed book of lamentations. 

It is a hazardous experiment. Nobody 
believes that the Boers have been recon- 
etrocted. As Mr. Balfour said, it is too 
mear the war to expect them to forget 
what they have suffered, and to bé loyal 
to Great Britain. They are loyal to their 
fixed idem of a Dutch South Africa, and 
may remain’so until the Rand has been 
worked out and the British population 
“Mpgerts it. If the Boers can control legis- 
lation in the Transvaal they may do it 
with little regard to British interests or 
sentiment. ; 

The experiment is a necessary one. 
The Transvaal cannot be governed in- 
definitely as it is. . While the present 
status laste Boers and British will not 
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vinced 
from rash measures and make the best of 
the situation. They are a stubborn people, 
but the next generation may be less stub- 


- born and resentful than the one which is 


grieving over ruined hopes\and a disas- 
trous. war. 


GO TO THE PRIMARIES. 

The new primary law will be tried tomor- 
row for the first time. It has been roundly 
denounced a@ clumsy, obscure, and ineffec- 
tive. It has been said that it is in the in- 
terest of the politicians and intended to 
make them the masters of the voters. Much 
has been said against the law and little in 
defense of it, It is open to criticism. It 
is a defective measure, as aby compromise 
law is likely to be. Nobody is pleased with 
all of its provisions. Nevertheless it is 
through this law alone that the rank and 
file of a party can control or influence the 
selection of its nominees. If they stay away 
from the primaries they leave the selection 
entirely in the hands of the politicians, 
Whether a primary lew is effective or in- 
effective depends rather upon the many 
voters than upon. the few politicians. Any 
primary law suits the politicians when the 
voting is left to them and to their retainers. 

The new law gives party voters a better 
opportunity to express and enforce their 
sentiments than any previouslaw. They can 
do it with as little inconvenience or loss of 
time as they encounter when they are voting 
at a regular election. There are some parts 
of the city in which heated contests have 
been raging. A heavy vote certainly will be 
cast in them. Here and there the new lw 
will be fully and fairly tested. If there are 
defects in its machinery they will be re- 
vealed and the next general assembly cap 
remove them. 


to be a model primary law, giving him a 
voice in the choice of candidates, ought to go 
to the primaries tomorrow to see how the 
new law works and assist in testing it. He 
ought to do it evenif there is no candidate in 
whose fortunes he takes a personal interest. 
He should be cugjous about the new politica] 
mechanism which is to be given a trial, and 
determine for himself whether it was built 
for the people or for the politicians.

GOV. CUMMINS RENOMINATED. 

The heated contest among the Iowa re 
publicans over the gubernatorial! nomination 
is atamend. The man who unquestionably 
is the choice of a majority of the members 
of the party got the nomination, but his able 
and determined opponepts gave him no rest 
during the ante<onventioncampaign Pow- 
erful forces were arrayed against Gov. Cum- 
mins, but he overcame them. The voters of 
his party approve of his management of 
state affairs and wish him tostaryin office for 
another term, even though {t will be a third 
term. 

The campaign was an acrimonious one, 
ami harsh things were said on both sides. 
Wild reports were putin circulation that the 
minority might try to rob the majority of 
the frults of victory and a split in the party 
follow. The mén who gave weight to the 
reports did not give the republican leaders 
in Iowa credit for the common sense and 
coolness with which they are well endowed. 
They do not let their angry passions get the 
better of their sense of duty to the party. 
Those among them who were on the losing 
side are not enthusiastic over the ticket, but 
they will support it loyally. It is three 
months to election day, and in that time the 
bitter feeling which existed prior to the con- 
vention will have lost its intensity. 

Gov. Cummins’ opponents have been ac- 
cusing him of senatorial aspirations. It is 
not a crime to have them. Many governors 
have gone from a state capitol to the na- 
tional capitol. But Gov. Cammins is not a 
candidate for the senate and has not said 
that he would like to go to the senate. He 
is running for governor and in all human 
probability he will be elected to that office. 
That is the one the Iowa republicans wish 
him to fill. They have no wish to make a 
change In the senatrial delegation. It is 
all they could desire. 

There are laws which Gov. Cummins 
favors, but which he has not hitherto been 
able to.induce the“legislature to enact. He 
has not been so successful in that respect as 
La Follette was; possibly because he has 
been strenuous in.his methods. Gov. Cum- 
mins hae his heart set on a direct primary 
law and certain anti-orporation measures, 
Presumably these are the subjects that will 
engross his attention if he shall be re@lected. 
The next legislature may be more inclined 
to accommodate him than previous orfts 
have been. 

Gov. Cummigis has been charged by his 


“opponents with having, lax and heretical 


yiews concerning protection. The accusa- 
tion does not appear to heve hurt lm among 
his own people. They do not look on him 
as an enemy of the protective policy, nor 
is he. The tariff plank of the platform 
adopted by a convention which he con- 
trolled does not contain a word that should 
alarm the most nervous advocate of protec- 
tion. It declares uncompromisingly for pro- 


inequalities due to changing conditions 
“should be adjusted from time to time” 
That may be an impeachment of the eternal 
and immutable justice and wisdom of the 
Dingley law, but it is not evidence of hos- 
tility to the policy of protection. 


BEER AND CIGARETS. 

The report of the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue gives cold comfort to the good 
people who would like to see a lessened con- 
sumption of beer and cigarets. Taxes were 
paid during the fiscal year ending June 30 
on 160,000,000 gallons of beer and 416,- 
000,000 cigarets more than during the pre- 
ceding year. 

There has been no decrease in the output 


000,000 gallons more of distilled iquors were 
manofactured. But-this increase is about in 
proportion to the growth of population, while 
the growth of the beer traffic is much larger 
proportionately as well as actually. It is 
due to several causes. There were nearly a 
million immigrants admitted to the United 
States during the year, few of whom are 
abstainers from beer. The birth rate is 
greater among the foreign born, beer drink- 
ing inhabitants of the United States than 
among the families of the old stock, who 
drink water or whisky, although there is no 
relation between these facts. The urban 
growth of the country has been great, while 
,the rural regione of some of the older states 
show a decline, and from conditions of trans- 
portation and other reasons beer is con-

If greater use of beer can be easily ex- 
plained the same cannot be said of cigarets, 
Several states have adopted stringent laws 
against their sale. Many corporations have 
forbidden their employés to use them. The 
foreign immigrants do not come from 
Cigaret countries. Workingmen do not 
often smoke them. And yet nearly four 
billion manufactured cigarets are taxed in 
one year, and presumably sold, besides the 
number which smokers roll for themselves, 
This is 11 per cent more than the number for 
the preceding year. A consumption of 
480,000,000 additional cigars may be con- 
sidered a mark of prosperity, but that can- 
not be said of the 416,000,000 additional 
cigarets. Cun it be that the alleged feminine 
demand for cigarets is responsible for this? 
A gold cigaret case recently figured among 
the gifts to a bride in England, and in that 
country the railways have had to set aside 
smoking compartments for women, and 
women’s clubs pride themselves on their at- 
tractive smoking rooms, but it was believed 
that the custom had not yet become firmly 
planted here. Still, some one must have 
smoked those cigarets. Who?

Origin of the Word Bourse. 
Se Leslie’s Weekly.) 
Already, in the fourteenth century, there 
was eae building at Antwerp, Belgium, set 
apart forthe meeting of merchants and brok- 
ers and known as the Bourse. 

This word originates from the city of Bru- 
ges, which, earlier than the fourteenth cen- 
tury, was known as# the Venice of the north, 
being at that time one of the most important 
commercial centers of Burope. In this an- 
cient city the merchants met in an open 
square upon which was the residence of a 
family by the name of Beurse. 

The same merchants were in the habit of 
meeting periodically ‘in other commercia) 
cities, and for convenience they gave the 
name of Beurse to whichever place was chos- 
en for their gathering. This was finally cor- 
rupted into Bourse, and the latter word was 
adopted far and wide, even crossing the chan- 
nel to England, where it clung to the royal 
exchange until Queen Elizabeth was com- 
pelled to command that it be discontinued. 
Her decree, however, was almost impossible 
to enforce, and Bourse was used for many 
years afterward.

July 18, was received into the Roman 
* Catholic church in the chapel of the 

convent of the Sisters of St. Mary, 
abe in the Rue Blomet, in Paris. Part 
and parcel of the ceremony consisted in her 
abjuring and renouncing the “errors” of 
the orthodox rite, to which she had until 
that time belonged. The orthodox rite is 
the national state religion of Russia, and 
its abandonment by a subject of the czar 
for another denomination not only entails 
disgrace at the court of St. Petersburg but 
likewise penal consequences. Indeed, Count 
Nicholas Tolstol], who was ordained as a 
priest of the Roman Catholic church by 
Leo XIII. in person a little over a decade 
ago, at Rome, was subjected on his return 
to Russia to a long term of imprisonment 
in a monastery prison near Archangel. 

Mile, Cassini's abandonment of the ortho- 
dox rite and her conversion to the church 
of Rome therefore mean the death blow to 
whatever hopes she may have entertained 
of ever winning any social recognition at 
St. Petersburg. It is true that these pros- 
pects were at no time rosy. For she never 
has been réceived at the court of Russia, 
and there is not an atom of truth in . the 
story printed here prior to her departure 
from Washington to the effect that the czar 
had created her a Russian countess, or had 
even authorized her to assume the Italian 
title belonging to Count Cassini, her rela- 
tive, who for so many years represented the 
Muscovite empire in the United States. Since 
his transfer to the post of Russian ambas- 
sador at Madrid she has lived altogether 
at Paris,. has not set foot in the Russian 
embassy at Madrid, and has not been pre- 
sented at the court of Spain. 

It is difficult to belfeve that Count Cassini, 
while holding the official position he does, 
can have sanctioned in. any way the con- 
version of Mile. Cassini. One thing is cer- 
tain: he was not present at the ceremony, 
and it is generally believed that there has 
been a breach between the two, resulting 
from his inability.to comply with her ‘de- 
mands that he should take her to live with 
him at the embassy at Madrid. 

ae 

Emperor Mutsu Hito, although he has 
caused the crown prince to receive the edu- 
cation of a scion of Buropean royalty and 
to be brought up according to what are 
known as western ideas, has been resolute 
in declining. to permit his. four surviving 
daughters to receive any kind of foreign 
training. While many of the daughters of 
his great nobles, high officials, and rich mer- 
chants are being educated eifher in Japan 
or abroad on the line of the Marchioness 
Oyama, wife of the field marshal of that 
‘mame, who graduated from Vassar, the 
emperor’s daughters are being reared ac- 
cording to old fashioned Japanese principles, 
and are receiving identically the same in- 
struction as that which has fallen to the 
share of the princesses of the imperial house 
for hundreds of years past. 

The emperor, while he has been active 
throughout his reign of thirty-nine years 
in promoting foreign views and methods by 
his people, has never approved of the so- 
called woman's emancipation movement 
which has become so powerfu: in America, 
in Great Britain, and in fact in every Eu- 
ropean country. He has never given any 
public expression of his sentiments in the 
matter, but he manifests them by the care 
which he has observed to protect his four 
daughters from all of these foreign ideas 
about the role and the education of women. 

It may be added that the four princesses 
are, like the crown prince, the offspring of 
ladies of the imperial seraglio, though they 
all rank officially as the progeny of\the child- 
less empress. The empress of Japan is offi- 
cially the mother of all the emperor’s sons 
and daughters, no matter who their real 
mothers may have been.

By means of a plece of sharp prac- 
tice on the part of her husband she was 
saddied with the cost of her own lawyer, 
Counselor Stimmer, at the time when she 
agreed to the terms of the compromise, ac- 
cording to which her former husband and 
herself withdrew the charges which they 
had .brought against one another and con- 
sented to a dissolution of their marriage on 
the ground of incompatibility of temper, the 
prince undertaking to pay an annuity to 
the princess for the remainder of her days 
as well as to defray certain debts and legal 
expenses which she had incurred.

SALAD DAYS. 
{From the London Lancet.] 

There is no more agreeable or refreshing 
additiom to a cold meat collation, especially 
in the fine warm days of summer, than a 
well made salad. It is the experience of a 
good many persons that the appetite becomes 
lessened by the sight of food, and more par- 
ticularly of animal food, on a hot day, and 
that this is not so much the case when it is 
accompanied by a fresh green salad, which 
not only renders the outlook of the mea] 
attractive, so far as regards the palate, but 
encouraging also to the digestive organs. 
When there is no inclination to eat or when, 
as it is commonly said, a person does not 
‘fancy ’”’ his food, there is, as a rule, tor- 
pidity of digestive function. With thesight 
of tempting food the work of the digestive 
organs is begun. “ The mouth waters and 
even the gastric juice flows im response to a 
pleasant impression.’’ The salad, therefore, 
may fill a special and important gap in the 
dietary, and when it is prepared with oil, as 
every good salad should be, it becomes an 
excellent and agreeable vehiclefor conveying 
fat into the body. 

It is a singular fact that until quite recent 
years the salad was an almost ignored dish 
in England, and its preparation was so badly 
understood and its attractive qualites were 
thereby so impaired that few were temptéé 
to Include the salad in the daily dietary. The 
demand for salad has since happily grown, 
thanks perhaps to the experience of an in- 
creasing clientéle who have vigited the coun- 
tries of the salad connoisseuf on the conti- 
nent. But even now few English people real- 
ize that there igs no country so favored as is 


sEngland with materials for making salad— 


materials which grow wild abundantly and 
which may be possessed for the mere pluck- 
ing. | 

As a rule a salad conveys to the average 
English mind merely a dieh of cultivated 
plants, such as lettuce, endive, cucumber, 
mustard, cress, onion, or radish. Such exce}- 
lent, wild vegetables as sorrel, dandelion, wild 
chicory, shepherd’s purse, lady’s smock, or 
even stone crop, all dignified by the name of 
weeds, are well known to our French neigh- 
bors as admirable ingredients of a salad; but 
such plants, though growing abundantly in 
every grassy meadow, are’ almost unknown 
country. 
Dressed by the discreet addition of sound 
olive oil and pure wine vinegar, no more ex- 
cellent adjunct to the cold ‘dish can be sug- 
gested. The oil modifies and “smooths” 
the peculiar flavors of the juices of the plant, 
while the vinegar softens the tilesues, renders 
them more digestible, and gives an agree- 
able piquancy to the whole. The use of 
salads prepared from tender plants by those 
who possess normal digestive powers is un- 
doubtedly salutary, and the constituents of 
raw green vegetables contain salts which

BUREAU OF CHARITIES HEAD 
1S HONORED BY ROOSEVELT. 


Ernest P. Bicknell of Chicago Chosen to 
Represent Red Cross Society in Relief 
Work at San Francisco. 


Word was received here yesterday that 
Ernest P. Bicknell, superintendent of the 
Chicago Bureau of Charities, had been ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to succeed 
Edward T. Devine as representative of the 
American National Red Cross society in the 
relief work at San Francisco.

Mills Disparages the System. 

Im epeaking of the investigation into the 
secret marking systems, Trustee Mille said: 

“From the analysis of the seventy-eight 
thus far completed it appears that salaries 
paid teachers are not based upon their effi- 
clency, as shown by the principal's estimate 
of their efficiency. 

“ As a rule, the teachers who heave taken 
the promotional examination have, im nearly 
every school, the same marks of efficiency 
as other teachers in the same school doing the 
same grade of work. Sometimes teachers 
who have taken the promotional examine- 
tions, and are, therefore, paid $150 more than 


their associates, are marked several points.

True Efficiency Mark Hidden. 

“It would seem that the teachers who are 
shown by the official records to be of sub- 
stantially equal experience and efficiency 
and doing the same grade of work ought to 
receive the same pay under a@ merit ays- 
tem. 

“Under the present syatem a teacher can- 
not know exactly what her efficiency mark 
is. She only knows she is above or below 
80 per cent and only those whom the prin-~« 
cipal marks 80 or above can take the promo- 
tional examination. If she is below 70 she is 
notified and given an opportunity to teach 
under one or two other principals.”

New Protective Committee Issues Cir- 
cular to Owners of Union Traction 
Underlying Companies’ Shares, 


SharehoMers of the underlying Union 
Traction companies were warned yesterday, 


in a circular sent out by a new protective. 


committee, that the value of their stock wag 
threatened seriously by proposed reorganiza- 
tion arrangements. 

The supplemental! bill filed by the Guaran- 
tee Trust company of New York, which asks 
for a new set of receivers, bringing in the 
North Chicago City railway and the Chicago 
West Division railway, is attacked. 

“The sale of the properties, which forme 
the base for the bill,’’ says the warning cir- 
cular, “ would result in a sum barely enough 
to satisfy the bonds. The stockholders would 
get nothing—or next to nothing.” 

The circular asks all stockholders to con- 
tribute $1 each for a fund fdr legal advice. 
Byron lL Smith, Cyrue H. McCormick, 
Chauncey Keep, and John F. Bass are the 
committee signing the circular. 

The action of the west park board in re- 
serving the right to forbid the erection of 
inartistic trolley poles on streets passing 
parks may epur the city to stop the placing 
of the plain iron pipes being set by the com- 
panies.

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EXTENDED SHORT INTEREST SEEN 

Course of Prices Indicates That Some 
“Big’’ Traders Are Being Punished 
—Several Houses Distinctly Bear- 
ish, Although Signs Point to Easy 
Call Money—Savings Withdrawn 
from New York Banke—B. & O. Di. 
rectory Change Predicted.

It is Increasingly evident there is an ex- 
tended short interest in the market and the 
course of prices indicates that some “ big” 
traders are being punished. For six weeks 
at least prior to the beginning of the present 
upturn nearly all Wall street was bearish. 
It is known locally that some of the largest 
operators in the market have been on t 
short side of certain conspicuous stocks. 
their friends are still bearish it is presumed 
the operators are losing while awaiting a fa- 
vorable turn. . 

Among the iocal houses with important 
New York branches there are three that are 
distinctly bearish. Nevertheless the market 
is against the bear side. Every indication 
points. toward relatively easy call money 
throughout the present month. Again, the 
dividend policy that ie being pursued by cer- 
tain large corporations indicates the strength 
behind the market is of material proportions. 
The declaration of a dividend on United 
States Steel common must be regarded as a 
“ sign of the times.” That was a pretty fair 
hint that for a time at least there would be 
activity on the bull side. 


New York Savings Withdrawals. 


The comparative statement of condition of 
the New York state savings banks indicates

80, 1906, and June 30, ‘ f 

These figures show t while the total 
amount due depositors this year was $82,- 
164,758 greater than last year, $44,720,760 is 
to be regarded as interest credited during 
the pear. This would leave the increase in 
new deposits approximately $37,488,093. 

But im the meantime the amount with- 
drawn during the year wags §$356,910,221, 
against $207,467,858 the previous year. While, 
therefore, new deposits increased $37,488 998, 
the total withdrawale for the year increased 
$59,442,368 over the previous year. This 
money, it appears, the depositors have with- 
drawn and placed in fixed investments. It 
is thought that the active real estate specu- 
lation in and about New York is responsible 
for some of the withdrawals. 

However, there ig a tendency all over the 
country to employ funds im investments 
yielding more than 8 per cent. Western 
banks, for instance, instead of increasing 
permanently their balances with Chicago 
banks and receiving 2 per cent thereon, are 
buying commercial paper bearing 4% and 5 
per cent, and so far as the New York clear- 
ing house banks are concerned, they had 
last Saturday $139,000,000 less in deposits 
than in the corresponding week last year.
